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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/14/2005 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-11, 13-20, 22-27, 29-35, 37-42, 44 and 45 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 
Independent claims 1, 16 and 31 are directed towards an algorithm for calibrating a 
biometric authentication device over time. The claims do not produce any tangible 
results. The practical application of the claimed invention cannot be realized until the 
information determined is conveyed to the user. For the result to be tangible it would 
need to output to a user or displayed to a user or stored for later use. Hence the claims 
are treated as nonstatutory functional descriptive material (See MPEP Sec. 2106). To 
view the new guidelines for 35 U.S.C, 101 please view the following OG notice.
